Several times recently there have 
been reports that diplomatic rela- 
tions between Belgium and Holland 
were strained as a result of the de- 
_mands of Belgium for a revision of 
the treaty of 1839 between Belgium 
and Holland, under which Holland 
annexed the southern bank of the 
Scheldt river and an elongated strip 
of Dutch Limburg lying between 
Belgium and Germany. 

In return for these concessions, 
the Belgians suggested that Holland 
reeceive compensation in the form 
of certain bits of German territory 
inbabited’~by -a Dutch-speaking 
population. 

The allies were believed to be 
favorably inclined toward the prin- 


ciple of the free navigation of the | 
\ Scheldt, but Holland is understood | 


to have been irrevocably opposed to 
any renunciation of sovereignty in 


this connection.

Twelve Shipwrecked Men 


Found in Open Boat and 


Taken to Tampa—Elev- 
en of Men Bayronto Sur- 
vivors. 


“Tampa, Fla., September 21.—After 
drifting six days in an open boat, 
part of the time in mountainous 
seas, following the gulf hurricane, 
twelve shipwrecked sailors were 


landed here today from the steam- 
ships Bayronto and Lake Winona. 
Eleven of them, including Chief Of- 
ficer A. H. Moodie, were survivors 
of the Bayronto, a British ship, 
while the other, a Porto Rican negro 
seaman, was from the Lake Winona, 
an American vessel. The negro was 
found in a boat half fiflead with 
water, eating seaweed and crabs, 80 
miles from port. 

The men were rescued by the 
fishing smack Ida, 80 miles south- 
west of Egmont key. They said 
another boat, with twenty-four 
men, put away from the Bayronto, 
and that the captain of the vessel 
and fourteen men remained aboard. 
Nineteen of the Bayronto’s crew are 
known to have been landed at 
Havana and eighteen at Charleston, 
however, and the rescue of the sur- 
vivors brought here today appar- 
ently accounts for the entire crew. 

Found Exhausted Man. 

While picking up the survivors of 
the Bayronto, members of the Ida’s 
grew sighted another boat several 
miJes away. Two men rowed over 
and found Andre Cubello, the Porto 
Rican negro, hanging exhausted 
across the thwarts of a lifeboat 
which had been water-logged. He 
said he and an Italian seaman fell 
off the deck of the steamer Lake 
Winona with a lifeboat and were 
swept away during the gulf storm. 
The Italian, he said, committed swui- 
cide later. He could not say what 
became of 52 other members of the 
Lake Winona’s crew; 

Last reports received here were 
that the Lake Kinona was agryind 
off the Florida keys. The tug Sen- 
ator Bailey went to the relief of 
the Lake. Winona last Tuesday, 
finding her aground about 100 miles 
southeast of Tortugas. As she could 
not be floated until lightened, the 
tug departed. So far as known 
here, the crew was safe on board 
at that time.”

The Bayronto foundered in heavy 
seas September 11, off Dry Tortugas, 
the survivors said. When she listed 
60 degrees lifeboats began putting 
away. Chief Officer Moodie said his 
boat was Supplied with five gallons

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THE BLUE RIDGE ROAD. 


Announcement is made that all 
of the counties through which the 
proposed Blue Ridge highway is tc 
pass are ready to begin work, un- 
der the direction of the state high- 
way commission, upon the actual 
construction of a through trunk au- 
tomobile highway to extend from 
Atlanta to the Georgia-North Caro- 
lina boundary line at a point north 
from Blairsville, there to connect 
with highways to Asheville and 
other North Carolina summer re- 
sorts, and with one to Knoxville. 

Bisecting, as it does, the greatest 
expanse of territory in Georgia that 
is without railroads, and running 
through one of the most picturesque 
scenic regions of the American con- 


| a tinent, it is particularly appropriate 


that this undertaking should have 
the approval of the state highway 
board.

IN BAD TASTE. 


Commenting edtiorially on 
elaborate array of figures put out 
by the war department summariz- 
ing battle deaths during the war, 
The 
owned and published by members 
of the legion, feels that the publi- 
cation of these statistics is a viola- 
tion of good form and good taste. 

The two separate tables empha- 
size the fact that the percentage ot 
deaths per one thousand among 
professional army officers of the 
army was higher than that among 
emergency officers and among en- 
listed men. 

“We know of no reason in the 
name of good form and good taste 
why these percentage tables should 
have been worked out and given to 
the press from the office of the 
chief ot staff, unless to emphasize 
a point of view. Certainly there is 
a mild imputation in these percent- 
age tatles which ought not to have 
been made,” says the Weekly. 

And it continues in a somewhat 
acrid vein: 

“If memory serves right the war 
aiiiily “i in .the war an-

nounced that its trained officer per- 
sonnel would be conserved. The 
policy of the war department in 
that respect was doubtless sound. 
Furthermore, those who served in 
France have an impressi that the 
policy was rigorously adhered to.” 


With this viewpoint there is small 


‘doubt that the preponderant major- 


ity of both men and officers who 
served in France will agree.- The 
publication of the tables was cer- 
tainly not tactful—if, indeed, the 
figures are correct. 

The press of the country has em- 
phasized, naturally, the relative 
proportion of deaths per thousand, 
showing the 13.5 per cent among 
the regular army officers. 

No argument is necessary to de- 
fend the gallantry and courage of 
our non-professional officers and 
men, who constituted the great bul- 
wark of cur army, but it will be in- 
teresting to consider the following 
figures: Of the total of 49,484 bat- 
tle deaths some 47,307 were men in 
the ranks; of the total battle deaths 
of 2,191 among officers 2,043 of 
these were emergency officers; the 
remaining 148 deaths were among 
officers of the regular army. 

All of our soldiers were brave, 
and none more so than officers of 
the regular army. Regular army 
officers, national guardsmen, emer- 
gency officers, volunteers, drafted 
men were all combined for a com- 
mon cause. That cause was accom- 
plished: During the fighting they 
all fought together as one unit. The 
war department issued an order 
that there should be no national 
guard, no national army, no regular 
officers, no reserve officers, but 
that they should all be included as 
members of the U. S. army. 

No wiser move was made by the 
war department during the war. 

Why the department should now 
violate the spirit of that order, 
which did so much to assure unity 
and co-operation in the American 
command, is beyond our compre- 
hension. 


SCHOOL OF COMMERCE. 


Within a few days the Schqol of 
Comwerce of the Georgia School 
of Technology will open its doors 
for the 1919-20 session, and, it is to 
be hoped, with a record-breaking 
first-day’s attendance. 

This institution, which has been 
in operation for only a few years, is 
coeducational, and olfers a rare op- 
portunity to the young men and 
young women of Georgia ‘who 
aspire to business careers, affording 
as it does a means whereby they 
may acquire the technical training 
that is more and more becoming a 
prerequisite to success in the fields 
of commerce and industry. 

Both day and night sessions are 
to be held throughout the school 
year. 

The Atlanta Advertising club has 
reliable and enthusiastic 
stand-by and supporte. of the 
School of Commerce; and recently 
the directors of the \tlanta Cham- 
ber adopted resolutions giving it 
hearty indorsement. In a letter to 
the dean of the school the secretary 
of the chamber of commerce said— 

“The directors especially com- 
mended the work of the evening di- 
vision of this school. We feel that 
this evening school plays a very im- 
portant part in the commercial life 
of the city in that it furnishes a 
fine opportunity for young men to 
receive special training in the theory 
of commercial affairs which they 
might not otherwise be able to ob- 
tain. 

“We would like to see the work of 
this school enlarged and extended

Why the United States 
Is the Most Unpopular 
Country in the World 


By NEWELL DWIGHT HILLIS. 


Simonds, the war correspondent, 
has just spoken of “the United 
States as the most unpopular coun- 


Se try in -tkhe 
oa world.” He has 

‘ spent much of 
his time during 
the last five 
years in Europe 
and has traced 


during the 
peace confer- 
ence the _ rise 
and decline and 
fall of the in- 
fluence of 
American lead- 
3 ers, and he now 
_ Dr. Hillis. writes of 
feeling of every country in Europe 
against the United States. France, 
Italy and England and Belgium look 
upon us as “the land of broken 
promises.” The president in his 
fourteen points encouraged hopes of 
the millennium, and pledged the 
total resources of the United States 
to those fourteen points. Viewed 
as ideals, “‘they were beautiful as 
clouds, gloriffed by moonshine,” but 
when the conference came to apply 
them to the Saar valley, Poland, 
Rumania, Serbia, Shantung, they 
would not work. One by one they 
were abandoned. So at last these 
countries speak about uS as a peo- 
ple who “promised everything and 
performed nothing.” Plainly the 
pendulum swung too far toward 
idealistic promises, and now it is 
swinging too far toward a bitter 
criticism. Nobody can deny that 
on the practical side, as to sending 
of an army, the loaning of money, 
the forwarding of resources, Wwe 
kept our pledges up to the hilt. Our 
army, our navy, our physicians and 
nurses, our philanthropic societies 
made good all their promises. 


But much can be said in defense 
of the ideals held up in the four- 
teen points. No one can success- 


fully affirm that these points wer« 
not milestones in the right direc- 
tion. Viewed as ideals, nearly all 
were sound. It is absolutely cer- 
tain that the small nations should 
have their rights and liberties in- 
violate from external attack; that 
the territory of backward peoples 
should no longer be _ considered 
ground for conquest; that racial and 
linguistic lines should be coincident 
with frontier lines; that settlement 
of disputed questions by resort to 
arms, instead of by a judicial court, 
is a method that belongs to the 
stone age and the caveman. ,The 
ordinary man is unable to see that 
the fourteen points, even though 
they have not been realized, have 
directly injured the people of Eu- 
rope. They remain as heights to be 
won, goals toward which the Pil- 
grim band :should march. It is in- 


credible that the peoples of Europe 
' should become 


bitter toward tho 
United States simply because many 
of the fourteen points were ideals, 
impossible of practical realization 
at the present moment. 


What, therefore, is the ground of 
the unpopularity of the United 
States? Beyond all doubt, it is 


traceable to the long debate over 
the leartue of nations. The country 
that was the first to propose the 
league of nations is the very coun- 
try that now is the least willing to 
accept it. The country that for 
twenty years has advocated a court 
of arbitration and built a palace of 
peace in The Hague as the meeting 
place for this international-court 1s 
the first one to refuse to accept the 
plans for that court. The people of 
France, for example, argue after 
this fashion: “Alone France, Bel- 
rium and Great Britain could not 
hold the Hun in check in 1914; with- 
out the help of the United States 
they cannot hold. the Hun back in 
1924; uniting their resources, the 
allies saved the world from mili- 
tarism and autocracy; separated, no 
allied nation alone can preserve the 
fruits of victory.’ France feels that 
had her nation been conquered that 
the turn of the United States would 
have come next. Why then not Im- 
mediately make some form of an 
alliance permanent, that the fruits 
of the victory may be made perma- 
nent? The English working man 
also reasons after this simple fash- 
ion: “John Bull says: I have read 
their constitution; under their law 
it was a stupid blunder for the 
president to refuse to have a coali- 
tion cabinet in the interest of unity 
like Britain’s and France’s; it was 
a bigger blunder for the president 
under the constitution not to have 
taken to Paris with him a commit- 
tee of the senate, so that when the 
conference acted in Paris, it would 
mean practically an agreement be- 
tween the joint treaty-making par- 
ties, the president and the senate. 
But, shouts John Bull, what if the 
president did make this blunder, 
even though it were a_ thousand 
times greater, why should it prevent 
the senate from taking a step that 
conserves and makes permanent 
what their own boys helped gain in 
the autumn of 1918?” After that 
fashion, the peoples of Europe are 
judging us. Doubtless these Euro- 
pean folk are ignorant of many con- 
siderations that are in the minds of 
Lodge and Knox. But details aside, 
they hold‘to this simple belief, the 
common people are not always right, 
but in terms of a little time the 
plain peoples’ judgment on big is- 
sues of life and destiny are always 
right—true as the needle in _ its 
swing toward the pole

Editor Constitution: Once more 
we come, appealing for your assisS= 
tance.

Much complaint exists concerning 
a law where 90 per cent of the tax 
payers record their ballots favoring 
a measure and then to lose.

In a former letter we made a 
personal appeal to those living on 
the line of DeKalb and Fulton coun- 
ties to go to the polls and vote, 
arguing that our interests were mu- 
tual—only 69 per cent responded. 
The cause of defeat is easily ascer- 
tained. Just three little words: 
Apathy, indifference and neglect. 

In portraying the benefits this 
bond election will be for DeKalb 
county, it will be still greater for 
Fulton county. Permanent roads 
for DeKalb cannot benefit her 
alone. The truck and dairymen of 
DeKalb spend annually $250,000 in 
Atlanta now. With permanent roads 
this would be largely increased. No 
other five counties in Georgia con- 
tributes more of life’s necessities 
to Atlanta than does DeKalb. 

So I'm sounding this alarm, hop- 
ing for a favorable response. Let 
every business man in Atlanta who 
has in his employ a DeKalb county 
voter give him sufficient time to 
vote on October 4 and charge. it up 
to posterity. Just tell him on the 
night of Oetober 3 to vote next day 
before coming to business.

Los Angeles Outwardly 
Contented; Cancer Inside

Los Angeles, Cal.—Outwardly Los 
Angeles is the most contented city 
in the United States today. Inward- 
ly it has a cancer. 

There are always two sides to 
any metropolis where men and 
women, rich and poor, industrious 
and lazy, meet, work, eat, sleep or 
loaf. Sometimes, as in Kansas City, 
the exterior reflects only the sound- 
ness of the interior; again, as in San 
Francisco, the heart is sounder than 
the outer form of the city indicates, 
but nowhere, at least among those 
cities I have visited from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, with the pos- 
sible exception of New York, does 
the outward appearance of a city 
betray a diseased interior as per- 


fectly as Los Angeles. 

In no city outside of New York 
have I seen such a display of 
wealth. One would think that dia- 
monds, not oranges, were grown in 
southern California, to see the jew- 
els the crowds wear on the streets 
or upon the women in the theaters, 
hotels and clubs. Los Angeles ap- 
pears to be a city of luxury and 
ease. ‘Thousands of. citizens from 
all parts of the world have come 
here to enjoy life or spend the de- 
clining years of their existence 
amid the comfort, beauty and splen- 
dor of the city, the country and the 
shore. Los Angeles, with its ac- 
tive and potential movie queens, 
with its millionaires gand_ retirea 
farmers, with its growing indus- 
tries and its hinterland of oil, cot- 
ton, fruit and cattle; with its port 
at San Pedro to connect it with the 
raw material markets of the Orient 
and its great railroads leading to 
the interior of the United States, is 
enjoying a degree of prosperity and 
a period of contentment second to 
none in the country. 

Below the Surface, 

But below the surface there is a 
seething mass of employees unor- 
ganized.and dissatisfied, who, from 
time to time, go out on a strike and 
then return to work again, Strike 
and go back to work, Strike and 
work. And because they always go 
back to work after striking the 
great body of citizens look upon this 
method of striking and working as 
one of the idiosyncrasies of labor 
and they are concerned only so far 
as they are. inconvenienced. But 
they have not been troubled very 
much by the disturbances of labor 
because Los Angeles, unlike prac- 
tically any other city in the coun- 
try, is self-supporting as far as 
food is concerned. The railroad 
strike “failed,” the strike of street 
car men “failed,” the people say, so 
why should anyoné worry? Outward- 
ly this is the attitude of the city.

much their security is due to a 
marvelously efficient police depart- 
ment, employees of which are re- 
ceiving less money per month than 
common laborers, They do not know 
that every letter that goes in and 
out of the city, every package that 
arrives or leaves by express or 
freightisfirstexamined by certain 
loyal officers, who sleeplessly pro- 
tect the community. They do not 
know what workers are thinking 
and talking about. _The interior 
the city is camouflaged.

Electric company. Most of the em- 
ployees were union men and an ef- 
fort was made to force the company 
to recognize the union. The South- 
ern Pacific railroad employees went 
om a sympathetic strike. There 
were some men who hoped to or- 
fanize a general strike upon the 
lines of the Seattle attempt of last 
February. Mr. Zeehandelaar thinks 
this was the basis of the strike. In 
the opinion of a majority of the 
citizens here the strike “failed” be- 
cause of the firm stand which Prest- 
dent Wilson adopted toward the 
railroad employees, but the em- 
ployees themselves look upon it as 
a postponement. Because they did 
not succeed at that time they claim 
is no reason they will not succeed 
in the future and they have no in- 
tention of giving up their attempts. 
The police and everyone else con- 
versant with the situation admit 
that another strike is only a matter 
of time. The employees know it 
and are adopting a policy which is 
becoming very general in the coune- 
try of “watchful waiting.” The 
unions among. all workers are 
making rapid inroads into the ranks 
of labor. Some of the city police 
have organized a union and sent 
in their application for a charter 
from the American Federation of 
Labor. Unions are being organized 
in all branches of business and in- 
dustry, but the employers are 
united in their determination to 
prevent the recognition of any 
union. Thus the fight between the 
emplovers and employees continues 
and each time when there is a strike 
the strength of the unions appears 
to increase. I say “appears” bee 
cause opinions differ widely, Em- 
ployers generally believe the recent 
railroad strike broke the unions for 
some time to come, but their ideas 
are not shared by the unions nor by 
the city authorities. 
New Method Proposed. 

The unions, however, to judge 
from their official newspaper, are 
adopting a new method of attack 


upon employers. Various unions 
which have agreements with cer- 
tain employees are making an ef- 
fort to have these expire on the 
Same day. For instance, the union 
employees of the shops agree to a 
wage scale for six months to ex- 
pire say on October 1. Now the 
unions in other lines of work are 
making their wage scales and terms 
to expire on the same day, thus the 
unions hdédpe that they will be apie 
to act together at some future date, 
not necessarily October 1, but some 
uniform date, and strike simul- 
taneously for a universal recogni- 
tion of the union.

INTERESTS TWO STATES 


Early Completion of Road 
Practically Assured at 
Meeting in Etowah. 


Atlanta, which has long Ween the 
gateway of the south for railways, 
is now fast becoming the gateway 
for highways; and, in fact, may with 
certainty be said to be so now. As 
stated in The Constitution last week, 
the early completion of the “Old 
Federal Highway” was all but as- 
sured Friday night at Etowah, Ten- 
nessee, where perheps the largest 
number of delegates ever attending 
the meeting for developing any 
single highway in the south, 
gathered. 

Representative citize@s all the way 
from Knoxville, in the counties of 
Knox, Monroe, McMinn, Meigs and 
Polk, in Tennessee, and Bartow, Gor- 
don, Murray and Fannin, in Georgia, 
were there in such numbers as to 
total about two hundred. These were 
met by Colonel W. T. Testerman, 
one of the three state highway com- 
missioners of Tennessee, and Colonel 
Valentine, attorney. The meeting 
took place at night, after enjoying 
a splendid banquet tendered by the 
First National bank of Etowah, and 
was presided over by J. D. Hayden, 
superintendent of the Atlanta-Knox- 
ville division of the Louisville ana 
Nashville railroad, who made a 
splendid presiding office. 

Fine Addresses Made. 

Speeches were made by every 
judge of the county courts repre- 
sented. from the old “Volunteer 
State,” among whom was the dis- 
tinguished T. E. H. McCloskey, who 
has been a road enthusiast all his 
life. C. P. McDaniel. secretary of 
the Knoxville automobile club, was 
enthusiastic over the proposed route, 
saying it would put Knoxville and 
Atlanta from 50 to 70 miles nearer 
to each other. . 

Colonel B. D. Todd delivered the 
address of welcome and made some 
pertinent remarks for a closer re- 
lationship with Georgia. Colonel 
Testerman made a promise that he 


would attend strictly to his busi- 
ness of building the roads and

I have rather put the cart before 
the horse in presenting prison life 
end procedure before the explana- 
tion of the series of circumstances 
which’ brought and are still bring- 
ing Sinn Feiners under the law's 
restraint.

Previous to 1879 there had been a 
succession of bad harvests, tenants 
were unable to pay their rents and 
evictions multiplied. Parnell 
founded the Land league. The re- 
sult was that in 1881 the land act 
was passed, which gave fixity of 
tenure, fair rents and the right of 
sale to all tenants in Ireland, but 
the remedy, advanced as it was for 
those days, Was not complete 

Compulsury powers and the en- 
largement of holdings were demand- 
ed by the discontented Irish peo- 
ple. The Land league was replaced 
the National league, which in- 
of campaign.

ject in a succession of land pur- 
chase acts, which only failed in 
complete and final settlement for 
all time of the Irish land troubles

While the land question was be- 
ing argued the greater question was 
never lost sight of. Home rule, or 
the government of Jreland by an 
Irish parliament and an Irish min- 
istry responsible thereto, was the 
next plank in the parliamentary 
program. In 1885 Parnell used with 
infinite skill the policy of balancing 
parties, making the Irish vote domi- 
nant. As a result Gladstone be- 
came a convert to home rule, and in 
1886 brought in the first home rule 
bill.

1882. Parliamentary procedure 
thereafter had the right of way for 
thirty: years.
